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Pitchford Hall, a curious and picturesque old house of 
plaster and timber, dating from the 16th century, now the 
residence of Lieut.-Col. C. J. Cotes. Of its peculiar style 
of architecture Pitchford Hall is one of the best examples 
in the country. It contains many quaint oak-panelled 
rooms with secret doors and hiding places. The late 
Queen, when Princess Victoria, stayed here with her 
mother in 1832. 
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
